It is dangerous to let gays work 
with children, "' 

"Gays are out to snare small 
children, either for recruitment into 
the gay lifestyle or for seduction and 
rape." 

"Gays seek to grow in numbers 
through recruiting children, "' 


For years gay teachers have been 
victims of these myths. Fears about 
gays as role models, either inside or 


outside school, are based on the assumption 


that homosexuality is a matter of choice. 
No one is gay by choice. The only 
choice involved is whether to accept 
one's homosexuality. Studies have un- 
covered no evidence that role models 
influence sexual orientation, and 
children have many role models other 
than teachers. 





No one has identified the psychological 


and physiological factors that cause 


homosexuality. It is ludicrous to think 
that knowing or admiring a gay person 
will cause students to become gay them- 
selves. Some non-gays make this 
assertion. Others do not object to gay 
teachers as long as they stay in the 
closet. What they fear is gay visibility. 

So visibility becomes a major con- 
cern for gay teachers. Chris isa 
former substitute teacher who left the 
profession. As a gay teacher, his school 
schedule placed a strain on his gay 
social life. Going out on a school night 
became a rarity. With his new job, 
Chris' schedule became less stressful 
and rigid. He was more able to socialize 
during the week and less likely to be 
approached by fellow office workers 
about his nights out than by a closely 
knit family of teachers. 

Being seen at a bar by a fellow gay 
teacher was no. rea... a problem for

AN ALTERNATIVE TO THE BARS

The traditional gathering place for 
lesbians and gay men has always, 
regrettably, been the gay bar. This 
being fact, it is little wonder that 
alcoholism is so much higher in the 
gay community than in other groups. 

Also, the atmosphere in the bars 
is not likely to promote long and lasting 
friendships nor is it conducive to 
stimulating conversations. Contributing 
to the problem is the lack of alternative 
meeting places within the gay 
community. Such places are, un- 
fortunately, few and far between. 

Amethyst Sisters, the Boston-based 
lesbian cooperative, has enjoyed re- 
markable success with their commitment 
to chemical-free social and recreational 
programs, Closer to home, SisterSpace 
in Philadelphia has attempted to address 
the problem by setting up chemical-free 
programs at their annual ''SisterSpace 
Weekend.'' Women who have attended 
the weekend, however, complain of 
drink and drug users violating the 
clean’ space, 

To my knowledge, these two groups 
have been the only organizations on the 
East Coast attempting to address the 
issue. Until recently, that is, when the 
Lambda Center opened in Allentown. 

The Center, which is certainly a 
step in the right direction, has offered 


the community its first real alternative 
to the bars. And the unique programming 
being set up by center women is surely 
an option well worth the consideration of 
the local lesbian population. 

To provide an interesting and work- 
able alternative, a diverse schedule of 
programs--including rap groups, 
speakers and planned activities--is being 
offered each Monday evening from 7 to 
10 p.m. One Monday of each month, 
for instance, ‘'The Woman's Reading 
Group" meets. The group, which is led 
by an academic, provides the opportunity 
to discuss classical and contemporary 
literature. The aim of the ''Woman's 
Night'’ programs is to develop a sup- 
portive environment where women from 
all age groups, experiences and back- 
grounds can come together to socialize 
and get to know one another--away from 
the ''unreal'' surroundings of the bars. 

It is difficult to assess the impact 
this new and exciting dimension can 
have on our lives. Our community, 
which has for years suffered from 
fragmentation, now has within its 
grasp the opportunity to join together 
and share the common bonds which 
unite us in sisterhood. The potential 
is definitely there--all we have to do 
is use it.

Chris. He acknowledged the other gay 
teacher's presence, but neither talked 
to the other at school about the incident. 
Some gay teachers in this situation 
choose to discuss their gayness and 
build meaningful relationships. 

Dan does not frequent the gay scene 
and leads a closeted life. He does not 
want to risk placing his job in jeopardy 
by being seen at a gay establishment. 
Even though his chances are slim of 
being spotted by school board members 
or parents of his students, Dan is not 
willing to take the chance. He is not 
alone in that decision. Some teachers 
deal with the potential problem from 
visibility by only going to bars and 
discos far from their homes and schools. 

Neal and John are lovers who teach 
in a large metropolitan area and live 
quietly in the suburbs. Their common 
interest in theater, art and music 
occupies most of their free time to- 
gether. They dislike bars and discos 
and seldom go there. 


Teaching in the same school building 
early in the relationship was a problem 
for the couple. Fellow teachers were 
quick to detect the closeness of the duo. 
John transferred to another building and 
the problem no longer exists. 

Neal and John are very open about 
discussing their gayness with other 
teachers, when asked. Their school 
System is large and the faculty is open- 
minded enough to accept them. Other 
teachers are not so fortunate. 

Such is the case with Dennis. He is 
an elementary-school teacher who seldom 
talks about his home or social life with 
the faculty. No teacher has questioned 
Dennis' sexuality. If approached, he 
won't comment on his life outside of 
school. A non-gay teacher from Dennis' 
school and her husband enjoy dancing 
at Dennis' favorite gay nightspot. So 
to avoid discovery, Dennis rarely goes 
there. 

Is a teacher's sexuality really any- 
one else's concern? As long as a 
teacher performs his or her required 
classroom obligations--and many gay 
teachers go far beyond that in their 
concern--the answer has to be an emphatic
